Merriam Signs 
Relief Bill 


Measure Provides 
For Department Of 
Social Welfare 


SACRAMENTO (lP—Officials pre- 
pared today to effect wide-spread 
changes in state social welfare depart- 
ment organization along lines prescrib- 
ed in a legislative bill signed by Gov- 
ernor Frank F. Merriam. 


The measure was one of 19 bills ap- 
proved by the chief executive in his 
first action since adjournment on @& 
file of more than 900 measures left for 
his decision by the legislature. 


Principal feature of the bill calls for 
appointment by the governor of a wel- 
fare board of seven members, who in 
turn will select a director to administer 
relief and social welfare, incorporated 
into one department in a measure ap- 
proved previously. Although the bill 
stipulates a salary of between $6,000 
and $10,000 for the new director, Mer- 
riam indicated he would sign a com- 
panion bill later fixing the salary at 
the $6,000 minimum.

Italy Will Drive 
Electric Trains 
“With Steam”

ROME (tP—A huge geyser will be 
harnessed within two years and its 
power used to operate electric trains, 
according to an announcement here. 

Italians hail this scheme as a nov- 
elty in Europe, if not in the world. 

The geyser, Which started to belch 
steam a year ago after being bored to 
an unusua! depth, is the niost power- 
ful of several which dot an area of 120 
square miles in the district of Larde- 
rello, in the province of Pisa. 

With the intent of using this stesm 
for industrial purposes in the same wéy 
that was done with other minor 
springs, the company which expoits 
the area had decided to turn this gey- 
ser to the production of electric power. 

The power will be sold to the state 
owned and operated railroads and 
conveyed to the 
Central Italy which will feed the «if- 
ferent trunks as soon as their elcctrifi- 
cation is finished in pursuance with 


the government program of abolishing |

Federal and state nurseries have 
produced ane additional 150,000,000 
trees for planting. The forest service 
has distributed more than 50,000,000 
trees for private plantings during the 
past two years. 

Tinker said a check of trees planted 
in the western shelterbelt showed 81 
per cent had survived under adverse 
-drouth conditions. Their effectiveness 
will increase as they grow, he said. 

“Many thousands of young. trees 
planted during the 1935 season are 
now 6 feet high and already are bring- 
ing about a lessening of wind move- 
ment within their protective range,” 
Tinker said.

O. pic- 
kets strengthened their lines around 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation’s 
giant Cambria plant and prepared to 
repel non-strikers expected to seek en- 
trance in a back to work movement. 
There was sporadic violence, including 
explosion of a bomb at the plant gate.
